Federal Use Tax
Stamps for Cars |-
Are Due July 1

Motorists of the Southland
are advised to include a five
dollar bill in their summer bud-
gets for the Federal use tax
stamps covering the 1042-43 fis-
cal year.

By July 1, all motor vehicles
must be equipped with the use
tax stamp insignia with the “on
sale” signal expected on or
about June 20, The stamps will
be available at post offices,

The stamps are now on salé
at all other postoffices, office
of interpal revenue and Auto-
mobile Clyb.

Bearing the tax figure on its
face, the stamp also has a space
for writing in the license num-
ber, type of car and serial num-
ber, Motorists obtaining the tax
stamps will facilitate the tran-
saction by presenting their reg-
istration certjficates at the time
the insignia is. purchased. The
$5 gum-faced stamps may be
displayed in the lower right
hand, corner of the windshield.

Reports from Washington in-
dicate the use tax will remain
effective for the duration, with
governmental officials estimat-
ing this year’s “révenue from
the use tax stamp sale will
reach  $150,000,000.
